ment from the Father, putting of borh it, and the exer- 
Ciſe of it in an carthly and fleſhly way, that he may take 
it up 2gaine after a more excellent manner, aud ina hea- 
venly way. No man taketh from me, but I tay it downe of Jch.wo.17, 
my ſelfe, 1 have power to lay it down, andpower to take it up a- "3:

From this two-fold power in Chriſt , as hee was the 
Son of man ; did he at firſt take our fleſh, and was made 
of awoman , made under the Law, Jeſus the Sonne of the 
bleſſed Virgin : and afterward the ſame Jeſus did make 
his ſoule and his bodie an offering for fin, z0t dozng his. 
owne will, but the will of htm that 7 Ui bem : drinking this 
cup at his Fathers hand: enduring the Croſſe, and deſpiſing 
the ſhame for the joy that was ſet before him, and hereby hee 
ſaw his ſeed, rhe Church of rhe tirſt-born, and prolong- 
ed his and their dayes in eternall bleſſednefle and glory, 
the work of the Lord proſpering this way in his hands, 
which miſcarried in the hands of the firſt Adam; who 
being vnwilling tochange his fleſhly lite for a better, loſt 
that which he had both to himſelfe 2nd his poſterity;and 
thus the Lord Jeſus having made himſelfe a worme, and no 
man by this death of his, he thereby became a.fit ſubje& 
for the reſurre&ion from the dead, and for the Sonne of 
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man in heaven, to ſhew forth the power he had to make 
him take up his life againe , as well in body as in ſoule: 
and in the exerciſe thereof tn a more heavenly and ex- 
cellent way then he had it before. 

The man-hood of Chriſt conſidered 1n its Aſcent, or 
reſurreQion from the dead, is nothing elſe but the De- 
claration of the power which the Sonne of man in 
heaven hath upon the ſon of man according tothe fleſh, 
Jeſus the Son of Mary, to cauſe him to aſcend unto the 
ſame glory with him , even out of the grave, and reſtore 
againe unto him his life in ſoule and body, in his whole 
man, and unto a more perfe& and excellent exerciſe 
thereof by much,than he had before : and it doth conſiſt 
properly in theſe two things. 

Firſt, In the change it ſelfe, which is wrought by the 
ſon of Man in heaven, upon Jeſus the fon of Hary, who 
out of the ſtate of Death, is become a quickning Spirit, 
both being now but one New man, the Lord from hea- 
ven, whereby power is given untc him to take up his life 
againe in ſoule and body after the moſt excellent man- 
ner that is poſſible for God to bring him unto, by ſhew- 
ing the exceeding greatneſle of his power upon him ; the 
fieſhly man by this bleſſed change being made the imme- 


- diate habitation, Temple and body, for the ſon of Man 


in heaven, for ever to dwel] and live in, 2nd through this 
neerneſfle of union and communion , partaking of the 
ſame heavenly Nature with the other, Joh 17. Being 
O ze, as thou Father art 1z me, and I :znthee, 

Secondly, In the exerciſe of this heavenly life it ſelf, 
as it is the immediare effect of this bleſſed change upon 
the Perfonof the Lord Jeſus : which the ſame Jeſus or 
ſon of Hazy according to the fleſh, that was once cru- 
cified , dead and buried , is now enabledunto , aſter a 


three - 
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Feſus (i briſt manifeſted, 


three-fold manner, or does attaine unto by three ſteps 
and degrees through his reſurreQion from the Dead : as 
the Scriptures doe particularly and expreſly beare ywit- 
nefle. 
Firſt, The Lord Jeſus is made able by his refurre&i- 
on from the Dead, to take up his life againe, and to ex- 
erciſe it after an Angelicall manner; whereby his earth- 
ly or fleſhly man, which was before made lower than 
Angels, for the ſuffering of death , is now made equa!l 
to : 4 life of the good and ele Angels, and brings him- 
ſelfe into the ſtate of the ſpirits of juſt men made per- 
fe; and is able to converſe with Angels, and the Saints 
that {leepe : and they with bim after the manner of Spi- 
rits ; in which he fees, andis ſeen, heenjoyes, and is en- 
joyed, in a much more excellent way than whilit he was 
in the fleſh, or alive in the body : being in thrs ſtate a ſon 
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of the refvurre&ion in rhe firft fiep or degree of it, ſoas ES 
never to dye more, made equall in glory tothe ele > 


Angels, which is thus deſcribed by Chriſt himſelfe, Ze, af 


20.25, 26. Intotheexerciſe of this life and glory Jeſus 
_ entred, that very moment of time , when he yeelded up- 
the Ghoſt upon the Croſs,8: faid al! was frnjſhed;Itbeing 
that which he ſpake of, when he told the penirent thief, ; 
This day ſhalt thou 6e with me an Paradiſe ; of this firſt VENT: 
degree of the reſurre&ion was 1t that Chrift ſpake, 
when he ſaid to the Jewes, that God was the God of Abra« 
ham, of Ifzack, azdof J:cob ; now God (ſaith he ) zs ot 
the God of the dear, ut of the leting , that is to ſay, of the 
Saints departed, as they lead this Angelicall life, or life 
equall tothe Angels, being the ciuldrenof God, and of 
the reſurre&tion, in this firſt degree thereof, The Lord 
Jeſus continued in the exerciſe of this Apgeliczil life 
fingly, from the time of py death unto the firit day gf 
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the week, early in the morning, when he entered upon the 
exerciſe of it after another manner , #ecommeng the firſi 
fruit of them that ſlept ; not that hereby hee diſcontinued 
the exerciſe of his Angelicall life : but by way of greater 
fulneſſe, he was «ble to take up his lite againe, and exer- 
ciſe it not only ia the glory and forme equall to elect 
Angels, but alſo in the glory and forme of a glorified 
bodie equall tocarthly and fleſkly men , capable to bee 
ſcene and converſed with by them. 

Secondly, Thereforethe Lord Jeſus by his refurre- 
Aion from the dead , is made able to take up his life a- 
oaine, and exerciſe a-new, after the manner ofan earthly 
man, changed and glorified, not only in ſpirit as the An- 
gels, but alſo in bodie, the former mortalland corrup- 
tible, having put on that which is Immortall and Incor- 
ruptible : but ſt1]] retaining its former proportions, of 


head, feet and other diſtin& Members, and its capacity 
of being touched and felt as really es fleſh and tones ; alſo 
ofcating and drinking as to the diſcernments of others : 
all which 15 recorded concerning Chriſt, when he appea- 
redon earth in his Lo onnes bodie, Luk. 24. Azd be ſaid 


unto then, behotd my bands and my feete, tbat it is I my ſelfe, 
( Jeſus the Sonne of Mary, who now liveth , but was 
dead, and am alive for eyermore.) Hazdle me ana ſee, for 
4 ſpirit bath x0t fleſh and bones as ye ſee me have : and he took 
of vroyled fiſh, and an bony-comb, & ecte it before them. Ne- 
vertheleſle in this his humane forme, he had a heavenly 
caange, having put on incorruptivility , which hee wit- 
neſſed by his comming into rhe room where the Diſci- 
ples were met together, the door being ſhut, by his ap- 
pearing 2nd diſ-appeariag ar pleaſure, ſometimes in 
one humane thape, and ſometimes in 2nother, Aat. 1 6. 
iz. Aker that he had appeared firſt to ſary, hee then 


appeared 
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appeared in another forme to two of them, as they 
walked and went into the countrey. The Lord Jeſus 
continued in the exerciſe of this his heavenly lite, in 
the forme of a glorified man, wherein he was able to 
converſe, and be converſed with here in this world, by 
men, ſuch as we are ; from the time of his refurre&i- 
on on the third day, unto the time of his aſcention or 
taking up into heaven. This is the ſecond ſtep or de- 
gree of heavenly life which the Scripture doe witneſſe 
that Jeſus attained unto by the reſurreQion from the 
dead. 

In the third and laſt place, the Lord Jefus is made 
able by the reſurreQion from the dead, to take up his 
life again, and exerciſe a new inthe form that is equal) 
to the nature of God, after the ſame manner, as life is 
exerciſed by the Sonne of Man in Heaven, as hee is

beſt ſerves unto the accompliſhment of his deſigne, 
ſoas by the firſt of them, and by tne exerciſe thereof, 
1c>.,2.22, henow converſes,and lives among the good Angels 
z3,2\. andjuſt men mace perte& in their ſpirits, and 1s en- 
joyed by them. And by the exerciſe of the ſecond of 
theſe, he tz ro liveand retgne with the Saints here on. 
earth a thouſznd yeares, and to judge the world by 
bimfelfe before the la!t and gererall day of judgment; 
A%. rr; unto which comming of his we diligently wait, that 
Rev. 20, be that ſhall come may come nic ty, and mo longer tarry, 
mt +22 AR.1.11.vithRev, 20. This is that Jeſus which Petey 
£ in A#s 2.20,21.&c, {aith God ſhall ſens, which before m5 
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preached unto you , whom the Heaven mult receive un- 
till the time of the reſtitution of all things , which 
God hath (ſpoken by the mouth of all the Prophets ſince the 
world began : For Hoſes truly ſaid unto the Fathers, 
A Prophet ſhall the Lord your God raiſe unto you , like 
unto me ( of whom I am but the likeneſſe or type ) 
him ſhall ye heare in all things whatſoever hee ſhall ſay 
urto you : and it ſhall come to paſſe, that every ſoute that 
well not beare that Prophet, ſhall bee deſtroyed from a- 
mongſt thee peopie. 

This is the great Prophet,whofe Miniſtery is to laſt 
for the ſpace of 1000. years here upon Earth ; when 
he ſhall ſhew forth & work greater things than thoſe 
he did in the dayes of his fleſh, that ye may all mar- 
vaile. For as the Father raiſeth up the Dead, and 
quickneth them , even ſo the Sonne in the dayes of 
this Miniſtry , ſhall quicken whom he will; for the 
Father during the thouſand yeares will judge no man, 
but hath committed all judgement unto the Sonne, 
that all men ſhould honour the Sonne even as they 
honour the Father. Yertly 1 ſay wnio you, the houre 
is comming , and now is, when the deaa ſhall heare the 
Voce of the gonne of God , and they that veare ſhall 
live. For as the Father hath life in himſelfe, ſohath 
hee given to the Sonne to have life in himſclfe, and 
hath given him authority to execute judgement alſo, 
as hee is the Sonne of Man ; under which forme of

zh, 4c 30, hee then appeares , and making their wile boartes 
fo 12 1554"; Like wato bis moſt glorious boate, TY 
* 1.4 « vero Secondly, By the power of this Miniſtry Chriſt 
/' © 22. ſhallexecute the judgement upon the world, which 
| is committed unto him by the Father ; every ſoule 
that will nor heare his voyce, ſhall be deſtroyed by 
the breath of his mouth ; whatſoever hee bindes on 
Eayxth , ſhall be bound in Heaven , and whatſoever hee 
looſeth oz earth , ſhall be looſed in Heaven : Before this 
judgement-ſeat of his all ſhall be brought, both quick 
and dead ; #zto 7t every knee muſt bow, and every tongue 
confeſſe, Rom. 14. 10. And ſo againe, 2 Cor. 5. The 
Apoflle ſpeaking of this Tribunall, or judgement- 
ſeate of Chriſt, that wasto be ſetup, ard before which 
we muſt all ſtand, he ſayes itis to this end ; that every 
08 may receive tnhis body, (whileſt hes yet remainin 
in the body, or is here in this world ) the things he 
hath doxe, whether good or evill, The Saints then ſhall 
1k -19-28-23.39 Their glorified bodies be made ro fir downe with 
5.29.4, Griſt at bis owne Table 1n this his Kingdome ; they 
ute 22.97 A allbe his companions, and tit onthe throne of his 
glory judging the world , fo in their :,odies receiving 
good things. At the ſame time the wicked ſhall be 
arraigned before this judgement-ſeate of Chriſt, and 
- the judgement that ſhall be there paſſed againſt them, 
they ſhall not bee able to avoid ; they ſhall be dealt 


with according to their workes, and in their bodice 
ſhall 
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fall be receiving evill things as to them, from the 
juſtice of CHR1sT:allwhich ſhall be done faith the 
Scripture , that all men may honour the Sorne as they 

doe the Father : and that every tongue may confeſſe that 
Jzesvs CHkisT # the Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father. This is that Kingdome of the Sons, which 

after the expiration ofthe thouſand yeares, hee ſhall 
deliver up unto the Father ; Thus expreſſed in 1 Cor, ; cor.r<. 
15. Then commeth the end when hee ſhall have delivered | 
up bis Kingdome to the Father, when hee ſhall have put 
downe all rule, ard all Authority , and all Power , for 

he muſt reigne, till be hath put downe all his Enemies under 

his feete , And whenall things ſhall be ſubdued unto 

him, then ſhall the Sonne alfo himſelfe be ſubje& 


unto him that put all things under him., that God m a) 
be all tn all. 


— 


Thus much to ſhew in generall what this Miniſtry 
is, how long it ſhall laſt , who ſhall manage ir, and in 
what manner it ſhall be exerciſed, rill in the end it be 
reſigned up unto the Father. 

That which remaines 15 to ſhew what admirable o- 
peration and efte&, during the time of its exerciſe and 
r2ign, it ſhall have. 1. Uponthe Saints that arethe 
the friends of Chriſt , whether Angels or men. Se- 
condly, Upon the wicked Angels or men that are the 
enemies of Chriſt Thirdly. Upon the whole Cre. 
ation of God , which groanes and travailes in paing 
together untill this yeare of Jubile, and times of refre. 
ſhing from the preſence of the Lord, come : all which 
ſhall bee expreſſed as neere as may be in the languag- 
of the Scriptures, and in their plaine meaning , thar 
ſuch glorious things may not be thought incredible, 
or ftrange, or that we follow cuaningly deviſed fables, 
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when we make knowne unto you, the power 2nd com- 
ming of rhe Lord Jeſus. MEER : 

And why ſhould ir be thought a thing incredible 
with you, that God ſhould raiſe the dead ? ſeeing it 
is none other thing than what the Prophets and Aſoſes 
did ſay ſhould come, that Chriſt ſhould ſuffer , and 
be the firſt that ſhould riſe from the Dead ; For fznce 

| by man came death , by man came alſo the reſurrefton 
from the dead , but every man in his owne Order, 
Chriſt the firſt fruits, afterwards they that are Chriſts 
at his comming. 

The firſt admirable effe& which Chriſt by his ſe- 
cond comming ſhall produce : is tobee upon the 
Saints, who are fallen aſleepe in Chriſt, fance the 
world began : who now liyea life equall to Angels, 
being made perfe@ in Spirit. Theſe by theexerciſe 
ofthis Miniſtry , called in Scripture, the weyce of the 
Arch- Angel, and ſounding of the laft Trump (hal Chriſt 
bring along with nim, in the ſame changed and glo- 
rified bodie, in which hee himſelfe did appeare here 
on Earth , when hee roſe out of the Grave , and in 
which hee 1s to returne againe to live and reigne on 
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Athetandyeares lo ſayes Paul, 1 Thel. 4. They 
that ſleepe i Jeſus, will God bring with bim , theſe ſhall 
not be prevenred by thoſe that then ſhall remaine a- 
live, andbe found by Chriſt here in this world, but 
ſhall come in place before them , to have their part 
and ſhare with Chriſt in this reſurreQion of his bo- 
dy, wnto which they ſhall be made conformable , and by 
the meanes thereof , ſhall be able to appeare and con- 
verſe here in this world, and bee enjoyed after the 
ſame manneras Chrift was, betweene his Reſurre- - 
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Rion and Aſcention : Thev ſhall fir dowr. wirh C:riit 
on the Throne of this his Glory , juagizg the world, 
8nd ſhall be Priefis of God and of Chriſt, and ſhall live 
and reigne with him a thouſant yeazes, Revel. 20, This 
did E noch the ſeaventh 5 from eA1d;n, prophelie, ſay- Reve!, 26. 
ing, Behold the Lord comes with tea thouſand of bu Saints, 
to execute judgement upon ail, and convince all that are 
ungodly amongſt them of all their ungodly deeds, ec. 

The ſecond operation and admirable effe&t, which 
Chriſts ſecond comming will have, is to be upon 
the Saints that remaine in the Body : which ſhall at 
Chriſts pleaſure be changed and tranſlated in a mo- 
ment, into the ſame ſtate in all points , with the 
Saints that Chriſt brings with him ; and ſhall no more 
be the earthly Creatures they were before : and this 
withour letring them fee Death , or bee ſo much as 
one moment out of their fleſhly bodie ( as the Saints 
that ſlept have beene : ) but they ſhall in the ſame in- 
ſtant bee in their glorified and changed bodies, and 
ſhall bee made perfe& in Spirit and in Bodie both to- 

ether, which is that better thing which God provi- 
Jed for the Saints of theſe times, which the Saints 
that ſlept were unprovided of , that they without us 
might not b& made perfe# with this kinde of perfeftion, 
Heb. 11. In this the worls of the Texr, 1 The. 4. are 

plaine , where it is ſaid , th2 Lord bimſeife ſhall de- Nd, 
ſeend from Heaven with a ſhout , with the woyce of the 
eArch- Angell, and with the trump of Goa , azd the 
dead in chriſt ſhall rife firſt ; then wee which arc a- 
live ſhall bee cavght up tozether with rhem in the 
cloudes ro meet the Lord in the Aire or Spirit, wher- 
in hee ;sequallto Angels, in which wee ſhall ever be 
with the Lord; and yet be able aiſo to appeare & con- 
C 2 verſe 
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verſe here upon Earth , in the ſame kinde of gloriti- 
ed body with Chriſt as hath beene already ſhewed, 
1ben this our corrupteble, will banje put on t :COYYMpt 2- 
on, and this mortall, immortality, and death ſhall bee 
ſaallowed up of life, inthe members of Chriſt in their 
ſeverall order, as wellas in Chriſt himſelftheir Head: 
and this is certaine, as that Chriſt himſelfe is alrea- 
dy riſen. This 1s that, Revel. 20. is called the firſt 
reſurre&tion, over whom the ſecond death ſhall have no 
power ; for after this they are to dye no more , but 
doe attaine fellowſhip with Chriſt in that degree of 
his Reſurre&ion, wherein hee appeared on Earth be- 
fore his Aſcention: in order to be made partaker with 
Chriſt after the thouſand yeares areended, of this 


Ext: 3-17.15 19. very aſcention it ſelfe , and to aſcend with him to 


REV. 20» > 


his Father and their Father, to his God and their 
God. 

The third admirable effe& which Chriſt by his 
comming ſhall have, it is to be upon wicked Angels, 
and the ſpirits of wicked men made equall to wicked 


Angels, who have dycd ever ſince the beginning of 
the world, Theſe in Revel. 20. 5. are called the reſt 


of the dead, that lived not againe till the theuſand years 
are ended, Theſe by the power of this Mimiitery ſhall 
be chayned up in the ſtate they arein, withour power 
to appear, to converſe on carth with changed bodies, 
as the Saints have, they ſha!l bee condemned to pri- 
{on , and there ſhall bee ſhut up for this thouſand 
yeares, and bee permitted to doe nothing that may 
i2terrupt this reign of Chriſt, or be offenfiveunto it; 
though after the thouſand yerres are ended, they then 
{hall have power to appear and converſe in the world 
wth their changed bodies, and thereby they ſhall 
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ooeand deceive the Nations, and oather their for- 
ces together , Gog and IMagog, and compaſle the 


Campe of the Sajnts abour : bur then ſhall the Saints 
aſcend with Chriſt unto God , and thoſe wicked 
ones ſhall be devoured with the fire, that thereupon 


ſhall fall downe from Heaven upon them, which is 
the ſecond death they are to undergoe, being there- 
unto reſerved bythe juſt judgement of God, which 


ſhall be exerciſed at the laft and great day, when the 
Sonne ſhall reſigne up the Kingdome unto the Fa- 


ther. 

The fourth admirable effe& which Chriſts ſecond 
comming ſhall have , 1s to bee upon all natural] Be- 
ings, upon all the parts and members of the firſt 


Creafion , that are yet to ſpring up and grow in their. 


ordinary courſe, during this thouſand yeares : whe- 


ther Men, Beaſts, Trees, Heavens, Earth, or all' 


the Hoſt ofthem , which ſhall ar this time receive a 


reſtitution, all of them, to their firſt purity , the 


world ſhall-become the Paradiſe and Garden of God ; 
the naturall Inhabitants of rhe world ſhall be reſto- 


red to rheir originall righteouſneſſe and holinefle , 
all their waſte places ſhall be built up, fo that it ſhall 
be a Heaven and an Ezrth , wherein dwelleth righteouſ.. 


neſſe ; and there ſhall be no more Sea , any thing o- 


penly foaming out its owne filth, as now is done; 


all open vice and deformity ſhall be reſtrained. The 


rigbteouſneſſe thar dwells in this Heaven and Earth, 


ſhall be of all ſorts ſup-rnaturall and naturall. The 


naturall, ſuch a rizhteouſneſle as eAdams was before - 


his fall, that is to ſay corruptible, and changeable, 
out of w*" thoſe thar are as yet remainicg in this na- 


turall condition,muſt grow up into the blefled change 
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of the reſurre&ion from the dead, and from which 
thoſe Naturalliſts who ſhall refuſe to exchange the 
one for the other, ſhall wiin Caper:aum, though raj- 
ſed in their owne thoughts as high as heaven, be caſ 
downe tato the lowermaſt vel. 
an OP... Scriptures are {o full and particular in the Te- 
= ay ſtimonie which they give to this generail reſtitution 
14 , ofall things, that the ſeverall proues in the Olde 
| »/: 141-77. Teftament which God hath made in this behalfe, will 
| BEES be very difficultly interp:eted and made gond in an 
5% other ſenſe'then this ; So that what ſhall be produced 
here, ſhall be only what the Apoſtle Pautſ{aith, Rom. 
$. For the earneſt expeii.tion of the Creature, watteth 
for the manifeſtation of the Sonnes of Ged, becauſe the 
Creature it ſel fe alſo ſhall be delivered from rhe bon- 
dage of corruption ( that 15 reſtored to their natu- 
rall purity-and freedome,) through the glorious lj- 
berty ofthe Sonnes of God; which ſhall be as a day 
of Jubile during this thouſand yeares , unto the 
whole Creation that waite for this Adoption, the 
redemption of the bodie , which is to bee accom- 
pliſhed by this ſecond comming of Chriſt. In this 
ſence , that opinion of generall Redemption fo 
much conteſted for, cannot be well oppoſed, and 
may ſafely bee received , ſeeing it very well con- 
fiſts , with the fpeciall love, which, over and above 
this, the Elect, as 1t hath beene ſhewed , are parta- 
kers of. 

The fifth and laſt 1dmirable effe& which the ſe- 
cond comming of Chriſt ſhall have, is to bee upon 
the Scriptures , thewritten Word of God , which 
are to continue during the thouſand yeares ; even 
untill all things ſpoken in them be fulfilled and ac- 


compliſhed. 
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compliſhed. Their teſtimonie ſhall anſwer the 
truth in Jeſus as face anſwers face ; the viſion in 
them (hall bee ſo plaine, that hee that runnes ſhal 
read it:andthe underſtanding of the myſteries con- 
tained in them , ſhall be heavenly, and raiſed ſuta- 
ble to the glory of thoſe dayes. 

And thus all things ſhall bee the Saints , the 
gatnts ſhall bee Chrifts, and Chrift ſhall bee Gods, 
x Cor. 3- laſt. The world ſhall have this reſtitu- 
tion and day of Jubile, for the Saints ſake, and 
by reaſon of their prefence 1n it, the Saints ſhall 
have this bleſſed change, in their ſoules and in 
their bodies together , by the reſurreQion from 
the Dead, for Chriſts ſake, that they may ſtand 
in his preſence, and partake as co-heires with him 
in his glory , and Chriſt himſelfe ſhall thus ap- 
peare for his owne ſake, to the glory of God the 
Father , that all men may bonour the Sonne as they 
ace the Father, and yet hee will refigne up this ho- 
nour of his unto his Father , when the thouſand 
yeares are expired , Trat God himſelfe may be All 
in All. 

As for the Circumſtance of time when this 
ſhall be ; This knowes 20 man , no not the Sonne, 
but the Father only : Yet we are exhorted by the 
Apoſtle Paul, 1 Thef. 4. to comfort our ſelves 
with theſe words , and with the certaine expeca- 
tion of the ſpeedy comming hereof , alluring the 
Saints in the fifth chap*er, that zt ſhall zot fteale 
upon them as a thiefe, andtakethem at unawares : 


but they ſhall have forewarning of it ſufficient to 


{atisfie and convince them. 
But it ſhall come upon tie world as a thiefe in 
the 
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x Cor. 2.laſt. 
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the night, when they havepeace and ſafety, thin- 
| 14-3 2. 3-23" king the day is their owne, and thar they are moſt 
6; ſecure from the Saints, being able to rrouble 
them ; having all worldly power in their owne 
hands: then (hall this comming of Chriſt ſeize vp- 
on them, as the pangs of a woman with childe, axyd 
they ſhall not eſcape. | 

The ſlaying of the witneſſes upon the finiſhin 
oftheirteſtimonie , muſt immediately praceg 
Revel. 11. And if that be the worke that this age 
is nowa doing, and the effet which theſe Wars, 
in theſe and other parts of Chriitendome, are like 
to produce: Then is this day of God at hand, e- 
ven atthe doores, which ſhall be as lite from the 
dead, and make Jew and Gentile, one ſheep-fold, 
under that one ſhepheard the Lord Jeſus : Then 
ſhall appeare the ſigne of the Sonne of Man 11 Hea- 
ven, and every eye ſhall ſeehim, and all the Tribes 
of the Earth ſhatl mourne, whe wee ſhall ſee the Sen 
of Man comming in the clouds of Heaven with this 
power and great glory, whereot you are now fore- 
warned, We are now indeed the Sonnes of God 
by faith, and not by ſight, fo as it doth not yer 
appeare to our ſight what wee ſhall be : but wee 
know, that whey: hee ſhall appeare, wee ſhall be like 
him , for we ſhall ſee him as hee is : andevery man 
that hath this hape in him, purifieth himſelfe as hee 
is pare. 

To conclude all , Let vs with thoſe of Berez, 
ſearch the Scriptures , to ſee whether theſe things 
beſo, as they are here declared ; whether there 
Þc indecd this fulneſſe in our bleſſed Saviour the 
Lord Jeſus ; and whether theſe great and mighty 
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Jeſus (Chriſt mansfeſted, 
workes are yet to be done, by his perſonall M1- 
niſtery here upon the Earth, Let ws prove all 
thengs , and bold faſt that which ts good : and by 
this knowledge of CHRIST let us examine our 
ſelves, and rry the ſpirits that we meet with go- 
ing abroad in the world. R 
For ourſelves , what ſayesthe Apoſtle Paul, ©? ah 
Ephel. Zo It ts Cbriſt which dwells iz our hearts Col. x. 
by faith ;, and in Col. 1. is called (rift in ws, the 
bope of glory , and int 2 Cor, 13.5. Examine your 2 Cor. 13, 5. 
ſelves whether yee bee in the faith, Know yee not your 
owne ſerves , how that JESUS CHrIST 7s 1% 
you : and the ſame minde that is in CyHrIsST HE 
#1 you , except yee bee Reprobates, And if Chriſt 
bee in you, the boay is acad becanſe of ſinne ; But 
the Spirit zs life becauſe of righteowſneſſe.Þ And if 
the Sparts of him that ratſed up TESUs from the 
Dead bee tn you ; Hee that raiſed ww CHxnsT 
from the Dead , ſhall alſo quicken your mortall bo- 
dies by bes Spirit that dwells in you ;, and ſhall wit- 
elſe with our ſpirzt , that wee are tbe children of 
GOD ; and if Children, then Hetres, Heives of 
GOD, and jeynt-heires nith CygisT ; If [o 
be that we ſuffer with him, that we may alſo retgne 
with him ; Being ordarned by G O D to be confor- 
med to the Image of bis Sonne , that hee might bee 
the firft-born among many Brethren, Rom. 8, 
Secondly, As CHR15s T rightly knowne *© 

and underſtood ( that is to fay, as hee was in him- 
ſelte before hee appeared ro cither of the Crea- 
tions ; as hee is in and by his firſt appearance ; 
and as he (hall bein and by his ſecond appearance, ) 
15 the rule of Tryall to ur owne Spirits ; ſo ay 
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he alſo, of the ſpirits which are gone out tnto the 
world , and which we ſhall find there, ſaying; Loe 
here is Chriſt,& los there 1s Chriſt, and which are moſt 
buſic immediately before Chriſts comming, hold. 
ing out ſome part of Chriſt, but not all Chriſt ; gl: 
ving many falſe allarms , to decesve, f it be poſſible, 
the very Elea, Mat. 24. @ 1 John 4. 1. Therefore 
believe not every Spirit : but try the ſperits , whether 
they are of God, and try themby Jeſus Chriſt who x 
Truth, and no lye , before whoſe Judgment-ſeat we mul} 
all fland, 

It is a danger which theſe times are to take heed 
of ; where, as on the one hand, any thing that looks 
like ſpirir, is ſcorned, and hated, and laughed at; 
ſo on the other hand through over-much credulity 
of ſome. and thoſe emminent Profeſſors, all that 
come tous in the name of ſpirit, or like ſpirit, is 
ſwallowed downe without further examination, 
when indeed the rule is, Befceve not every ſpirit , be- 
lieve the ſpirits that are of God , do not deſpiſe them, 
nor prophanely deride them : againe , believe not 
thoſe which are not of God; but come to Op- 
poſe Chriſt, and undermine Chriſt : and who are 
they ? Firit, ſuch as confeſs not that Jeſus Chriſt 
is come 1n the fleſh; that the ſon of Man who is in 
heaven, did defcend & break . forth upon the world 


in bis firſt 2ppearance:which all choſe do deny that: 


_ refuſe t3 be one fleſh with him., or to have Go4 


manifeſting himſelfe in their fleſh as he did in his ; 
reaching them to eſcape the pollations and filth of the 
world, through the knowledge of the Lord and Saviour 
Teſus Chrift : bat deny the Loyd that bought them , by 
living ſtilin.their protaneſs, and running: out into. 
tbe ſame exceſs of 740t with others, 1 Joh 4. Se- 
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Jeſus Chriſt manifeſted. 

Secondly , Such as deny the Father and the Sonne, 

1 Feb. 2. andthat Jeſus is not the Chrift . or be that was he 
that 15,09 hethat ts to come, the Almighty , which ſort of 
ſpirits by the Apoſtle in plain rermes are called hays, 
1 /6b. 2. 22. who isa lyar, but he that denyeth that 7e- 
ſus is the Chrift , He 1s Antichriſt that denyeth the Fa- 
ther and the Son; Whoſoever denyeth the gonne, the ſame 
bath not the Father , let him pretend what he will that 


he is for the Father, if he know not, and acknowledge 
not the Sonne, the ſecond in the bleſſed Trinity * 


hath not the Father, nor knows the Father ; theſe are 
they that went out from us, but they were not of us , Inwhs 
that did not abide, which ye have veard from the begin- 
ning,the knowledg of the Son of man in heaven, be- 
fore he either deſcended or aſcended; For if that which 
youbave heard from be begtnning remain in you , yee alſo 


ſhall continue in the Son and #n the Father, which is his 
promiſe, when he promiſed us eternall life by the re- 
ſurre&ion from the dead. The former denyed Chris 
comming in the fleſh, which is his fir{t appearance; 
But theſe latter deny Chriſts being juſtified in Spirir, 
and exalted far above Angels, Principalities and pow- 
ers, which is his ſecond appearance;yea, they deny him: 
to be the firſt and the laſt; Theſe are Anti-chriſts as well 
asthe former, 2nd the wore fort of the two ; ſome of 
theſe are they that are deicrived, 2 Pet. 2. who after 2P< 2. 
they have eſcap+d the pcl12ti65 of the world, through 
the knowledg of Jeſus Caritt, they ate 2gaine entang- 
led therein, and overcome , wh 'ch make theer latter end 
worſe with them then the teginznirg, Others of them are 
deſcribed. ©o?. 2. 19+ tobe ſuchas hold not rhe head, ©2219: 
from which all the body by joynts & bands have nou- 
riſhment miniſtred ; and beivg knit together, doeen- 
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creaſe with the increafings of God: but are beguiled 
of their reward , through the willing ſubmiſſion or 
ſubje&ion of their mindes to the worthip of Angels, 
or the Angelicall nature , intrudingin thoſe things 
which he hath not ſeen, being raſhly or headily tranſ- 
ported and puffed up, through the fleſhlineſle of his 
minde, or in a fleſhly underſtanding of things whilſt 
he takes himfelfe to be ſpirituall , 2e:zng not as yet riſer: 
with Chrift , nor truly ſeekeng thoſe things which are a= 
Gove, nor converſing with Chriſt, es he zs ozr life hid 
Coloſ. 3.1 with God, Col. 3.1.
